In FOOT VAL AS. 


. O U are to Survey every 
Chandler in your Diviſion, 
| who makes Dipt Candles, 


at leaſt once in ſix Hours, 
when at work, and not to exceed 
four hours when at work on mould 
candles ; and never leſs than twice a 
day when ſilent, but oftner where any 
fraud is ſuſpected; and thoſe viſits 
mult be as early in the morning, and 
as late at night as poſſible: And you 
are ſometimes to ſurvey ſuch as have 
made their declarations, between the 
time of your receiving thoſe declara- 
tions, and the hour declared for be- 
ginning; however, you muſt not exceed 
three hours after the time declared, 
that you may diſcover whether the 
chandler begins before, or within three 
hours, after the time mentioned in - 


4 his declaration. 
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II. YOU are to ſurvey your 
chandlers in rides on uncertain days, 
and at uncertain times of the day ; 
ſometimes as early in the mornings, 
and ſometimes as late in the evenings, 
as poſſible, and as often as you can 
twice 1n a day, when you have a de- 
claration depending. 


General Direfions. 
III. A LL chandlers or makers of 


candles (except ſuch as ſhall com- 


pound) are to make true and par- 


_ ticular entries of their work-houſes, 


ſtore-houſes, utenſils, &c. as the law 
directs. And you are to take care 
to ſee that the office-keepers, when 
they receive ſuch entries, do imme- 
diately write upon each the day of 
the month, and the year of our lord, 
when they receive them, and fign 
their names thereto, and put them 
upon a file, which muſt be carefully 
locked up. And you are from time 
to time, as ſuch entries are made, 
to copy the fame into a book for that 
purpoſe, and thoſe copies are to be 
:tteſted by the office-keeper ; and as 
ſoon as poſſible, after any ſuch entry 
1s made and copied, you are to require 
the perſon who made it to fſhew 


you

you every melting-houſe work-houſe, 
warehouſe, ſtore-houſe, ſhop, room, 
or other place, every copper, kettle, 
pot, mould, or other veſſel or Utenſil 
expreſſed therein; and inſert in your 
entry- book the ſituation of all thoſe 
places, and mark the particulars in 
ſuch manner as may enable you, your 
ſuperviſor, or any other, readily to find 
the ſame. You mult. alſo enter the 
particulars of every entry in a ſcheme 
in the front of your candle ſurvey- 


book. 


IV. EVERY chandler or maker 


of candles for ſale, before he begins to- 


work upon, dip, or make any courſe, 
or making of candles, or light any fire 
under any copper; kettle, or other 
utenſils for the melting tallow or other 
materials for the making candles, or 
ſpread any cottons or ruſhes, 1s obliged 
to make and dehver, or cauſe to be 
made and delivered, to the officer, 
under whoſe ſurvey he 1s, a declaration 
in writing, containing an account of 
the true number of ſticks, of which 
ſuch making is intended to conſiſt, and 
of the ſizes, and true number of can- 
dles intended to be made on each ftick, 
and the particular hour or time of 
the day or night when ſuch courſe 
or making is intended to be begun : 
And if the making or courſe of can- 


ales ſhall not be begun and proceeded 


upon at the hour and time men- 
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tioned in ſuch declaration, or in three 
hours next after that time, the ſaid 
declaration is void. And if ſuch courſe 
or making is intended to be of mould 
candles, than ſuch maker ſhall declare 
to ſuch officer, before he begins to fill 
any of the ſaid moulds, how man 
moulds he intends to fill, and how of 
ten he intends at ſuch making to draw 
the ſaid moulds. 


V. As ſoon as ever you have received 
a chandlers declaration, you muſt en- 
ter it in your book, vg. the time you 
received it, the ſeveral ſizes, the num- 
ber of rods of each ſize, and number 
of each rod, with the perſon's name 
that ſigned the declaration, and the 
time of beginning, according to the 
method preſcribed for book-keeping, 
and put the declaration on a file for 
that purpoſe. And you are to caſt up 
-an eſtimate of the weight of every de- 
claration in order to compare with the 
real weight. 


VI. YOU are on each ſurvey care- 
fully to count over the number of 
ſticks in operation or finiſhing of the 
ſame making, and the candles on ſome 
ſticks of each ſize: And when you 
take the firſt account of each mak- 
ing, you muſt enter in your book be- 
fore you go out of the houſe, a par- 
ticular account of the ſizes, number 
of ſticks of each ſize, and how many 
cardles on each ſtick : But if you have 

once 
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once taken and entered a particular 
account of all the roads, Ce. of a 
making, and come again before it is 
finiſhed, and find the number of rods 
and candles on each, (which you muſt 
never fail to count) the ſame as before, 
and no variation but in the forward- 
neſs of the work, you need not repeat 
the particulars, but write [as above] 
or [as before.] And if at any time 
you find the number of rods, and 
number of candles on each in an 
particular different from the chandler's 
declaration, you are to caſt up an 


_ eſtimate of the weight according to 


your own account : You are alſo to 
ſhew on every ſurvey how forward the 
work is. | 


VII. WHERE from any circum- 
ſtance you have reaſon to ſuſpect foul 
practice, and obſerve any conſiderable 
difference in the forwardneſs of a ma- 
king of candles, or in any particular 
ſize therein, as ſome of them to be 
made about 3, when others are but - 
you are by ſuch characters to denote 
the difference againſt ſuch ſticks, and 
to make quick returns upon ſuch 
chandler, in order to prevent or diſ- 
cover any foul practice by carrying 
off thoſe ſticks and candles that are 
near finiſhing, and ſupplying their 
place by others privately brought in. 
And you are frequently to look through 
all parts of the houſe, or other place 
that may be convenient for carrying 


On 
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on frauds, eſpecially ſuch as have been 
entered, and to obſerve the condition 
of the copper and mould, and whe- 
ther warm or not, and the colour or 
condition of the candles in ſtock, and 
alſo the ſize of them, in order to diſ- 
cover if the chandler has a great quan- 
tity of any ſize that has been charged 
upon him. You are alſo to make ob- 
ſervation of the ſtock of tallow, and 
the condition of the tubs wherein it 
hes, that you may diſcover if any be 
miſſing between your ſurveys : And 
what elſe may be of uſe to diſco- 
ver whether the chandler works fair or 
not. 


VIII. WHEN you find a making 
of candles finiſhed, you are to deſire 
they may be weighed, if in a condi- 
tion for it; if not, you are to take an 
eſtimate of them, by trying a pound, 
or ſome ſmall quantity of each ſize, 
and you are to enter the fizes accord- 
ing to what you find them to be by 
ſuch eſtimate, and you muſt caſt up 
that eſtimate, if you find any of the 
ſizes, Fc. different from the chand- 
ler's declaration, or your former ac- 
count; but if they are not different 
from what was before entered in your 


book, you need not caſt it up. You 


muſt return in due time to weigh the 
ſame, and enter the ſeveral draughts 
in your book as you weigh them, and 
compare the whole with the chandler's 
B declaration; 
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declaration; and if you obſerve that 
any of the ſticks or candles are miſ- 
ſing from a former account, you are 
to charge ſo much, as ſuch candles ſo 
miſſing, might reaſonably be computed 
to weigh, and acquaint your collector 
and ſuperviſor therewith, that an in- 
formation may be laid for fraudulent- 
ly removing them before weighed ; 
and upon any ſuſpicion that the ſizes 
differ from the declaration, you are to 
weigh each ſize ſeparately. 

Before you begin to weigh any 
making, you are to take care that the 


tare of the frame or baſket on which 


the candles are hung, be exactly ba- 
lanced, or elſe that the tare thereof be 
truly adjuſted and entered on your 
book before you ſet down any draught; 
and if you do not balance the rods on 
which the candles are weighed with a 
like number of other rods, you muſt 
deduct the tare of the rods, as well as 
the tare of the frame, out of every 
draught before you put 1t down : And 
you mult be very careful not to be im- 
poſed upon by falſe ſcales or weights, 
or counterbalancing thoſe ſticks where- 
on the candles are, with others of an 
extraordinary weight. 


IX. W HEN candles are crack'd 
and ſpoiled in making, and the chand- 
ler intends to have them defaced, and 
an allowance of the duty made for the 
ſame, you muſt at the time of weigh- 
ing, the making of which ſuch crack'd 
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candles are a part, enter a memorandum 
in your book, that part of the candles 
of ſuch making are crack'd ; and alſo 
enter an eſtimate, as near as you can, 
of the quantity that are crack'd, and 
order the chandler to keep them 'till 
your ſuperviſor comes, who is to exa- 
mine them ; and if he has ſufficient rea- 
ſon to believe that they are ſuch only 
as were cracked and ſpoiled in making, 
he is to weigh, and ſee them utterly 
defaced, that no part thereof may be 
left in a condition to be burned, and 
he 1s to certify in your book the quan- 
tity defaced, and for ſuch and no other 
you are to make allowance out of the 
next making. 

Where any making of candles 1s de- 
pending in your town of reſidence, 
and not likely to be finiſhed till late at 
night, you are to contrive your ſurveys 
ſo, as not to fail taking an account of 
them that night. by eſtimation or 
weight after they are finiſhed, and ſee 
that the moulds 1s drawn, and fire from 
under the copper; and when you ſuſ- 
pect any chandler to commit frauds, 
you are to ſurvey them once or oftener 


every Sunday. 


X. AS ſoon as you have entered a 
chandler's declaration in the body of 
your book, you muſt enter a remark 
thereof at the end of your book, v2. 
the time you received it, the chand. 
ler's name and time of beginning, and 


poſt the ſame into your journal amongſt 
: your 


- 
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vour other remarks. And in caſe a 
chandlers declaration be delivered to 


you after you have made your laſt ſur- 


vey in the evening, you muſt imme- 


diately enter it in your book, and re- 


mark it at the end thereof; and if the 
declaration is not for beginning before 
the next morning, you may defer en- 
tering it in your journal till then, but 
you muſt not fail to enter it as ſoon as 
you can the next morning. And upon 
any diſcovery, either by notice ar other- 
wiſe, of any chandler who hath begun 
to work, and who has not been ſur- 
veyed, and entered, before in the books 


then in uſe, you are to enter the name 


of ſuch chandler at the end of the 
journal, with the day of the month 
when you made ſuch diſcovery, and 
place of abode. 3 

You are to keep a ſpecimen-paper in 
each chandler's work-houſe, whereon 
you muſt enter your ſurveys, according 
to the ſpecimen at the end of theſe in- 
ſtructions. | 


XI. YOU muſt be careful to keep 
the chandlers up to their declarations, 
and to all other parts of their duty ; 
and when they neglect or refuſe to 
perform the ſame, or when you diſco- 
ver any fraud you are to acquaint your 
collector and ſuperviſor therewith, that 
_ may be proſecuted as the law di- 
rec 


You 
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You are to make ſtrict enquiry af- 
ter all private makers of candles ; and 
if you find any who have not com- 
2 ou are to acquaint your col- 
ector and ſuperviſor therewith, that 
they may be proſecuted and ſurveyed as 
other chandlers for ſale. Vou are alſo 
frequently to enquire into the families 
of compounders, in order to diſcover 
whether they have made a compoſi- 
tion for the whole number of perſons 
in their families, or whether they 
keep any tavern or publick-houſe; for 
none is permitted to compound but 
ſuch as make for their own private uſe 
only. | 


XII. W HEN you make a demand 
of entrance into, or at any chandler's, 
&c. you are firſt, for a reaſonable time 
to knock, ring, or call at the chand- 
ler's gate or dwelling-houſe, or ſuch 
other place where you have uſually 
procured entrance ; and if you be not 
admitted thereupon, you are with a 

lain and audible voice to make a de- 
mand at the ſaid gate, dwelling-houſe, 
or other place, in words to the effect 
following, viz. 


-— gauger or officer of Exciſe, 
do demand entranee into the Work-houſe 
of Mr. — to ſurvey, or take an 
account of his candles, as the law directs:

And if the demand be made between 
the hours of 11 in the evening and 5 
in the morning, it muſt be in the pre- 
ſence of a conſtable; and you are to 
mention in your demand, that a con- 
ſtable is with you; and if the demand 
be made between 5 in the morning, 
and 11 in the evening (tho' at ſuch 
time you may demand entrance with- 
out a conſtable) you ſhould (if poſſi- 
ble) have ſome ſufficient witneſs pre- 
ſent, to prove your making demand, 
as aforeſaid ; and after you have ſo 
done, you are to ſtay a reaſonable time 


. before you go from the houſe or place, 


and enter the whole of your proceed- 
ing in your book, and that upon the 
denial of entrance, to acquaint the 
chandler or his ſervant (if poſſible) 
with the danger thereof, and the pe- 
nalty incurred thereby. 


As to the entering a ſcheme of your 
diviſion and your accounts in the front 
of your book, keeping your inſtruc- 
tions at the end thereof, leaving them, 
and acts of parliament, with your ſuc- 


ceſſor when you are removed, making 


up your vouchers, your forbearance 
of ſcratching, altering, entering of 
feighned ſurveys, taking of fees, com- 
pounding of 8 receiving of duty, 
or taking up arrears without the col- 
lectors direction, with what other in- 
junctions or reſtrictions are in the ex- 
ciſe, or any other inſtructions which 

may 
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may be applicable to this duty, and 
are not herein particularly expreſſed, 
you muſt in every reſpect obſerve and 
comply with, as if they were fully 
repeated in the body of theſe inſtruc- 


tions.
